i. In 1940 the Kwanghumg Provincial Government established ot Chuchiang (113-33, 
24-50) the Kuenghuny Wavbine Treading Adwiniotration for the purposes of facili- 
tahing trading and transporting operations, Towexi the end of 1941 this concern 
was reorganised and expanded in order to include industriel activities, becoming 
dn January 1942 the Keengbung Exberprise Company, Ts was not until 1943 that the 
present name wes adopted. The organisatio operated factories, farms, and hos~ 
els in an ares including Chuchieng and Lienheien (112-26, 24-7) and made invest- 
meats dn foundries and mining works. ae

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Financial Status 


4, Tha corporation at its inception had a fixed capikal of CNC $40,000,000, of 
which only the inadequate sum of $17,350,000 was paid up. During the war the 
assets wers reduced to an insignificant figure. Subsequemtliy the factories, 
which operated at first at o losa, began to psy for themselves, and by the end 
of June 1946 a profit of CNC $180,000,000 was shows — 
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management of this corporation for the year ending September 1 
outlined as follows: 


a. The Shunte Sugar Refinery 


This plant was overhauled and put into operation in December 1945. Raw 
materials, purchased from the farmers, were paid for in refined sugar. 
Following are the official production figures for the period of December 1945 
to April 1946: .

at first by lack of ingredients and low demand for the products, 
this plant has increased the volume of its business to its maximum capacity - 
8,000 to 10,000 bottles of bear per day and 7,000 to 10,000 bottles of aerated 
water per day, From November 1945 to September 1946 the total production was 
226,397 bottles of beer and 588,395 bottles of aerated water. 


e. Canton Textile Worls 


When this will was taken over in January 1946 only 3,200 of its spindles were 
in good condition, and its production capacity was three bales of twenty count 
yarn per day. For a period of six months yarns were spun for cotton owmers 

om a fee basis. The number of spindles now in operation is 10,000 and the max- 
imum production is ten bales (430 lbs) of twenty count yarn por day. 


do The Canton Ieee Works 


After extensive repairs, the machinery and cold storage facilities were put 
into operation on 16 August 1946. Production capacity is ten tons por day. 


@, The Canton Wine and Spirits Company 


When the corporation took over the Canton Alcohol Plant in January 1946, a- 
great deal of the machinery was beyond repair, The maximum output is esti- 
mated at 600 piculs of wine per month. During the six month period ending 


15 September 1946 the total production was 27,904 piculs of wine and 69 piculs 
of spirits, 


f£. The Canton Shipbuilding Factory 


This factory is so poorly equipped that production is practically at a stand- 
still, The corporation has applied to CNRRA for the necessary machinery. 


g. The Meilu Jute Wil 


Established in Meilu (110-47, 21-23) before the war, at the outbreak of hoa 
tilities this mill was moved to Hsink (110-52, 22-08). In June 1946 it was 
decided that it should be returned to Uellu where it wil. be closer to the 
jute-producing area, Estimated futwee production is 30,000 gunny sacks per 
month. 


h.. 
This refinery, set up in Naenhbsi (114-17, 25-13) during the war ani later 
moved to Chaoching (112-29, 23-04), has been forced out of production. The 
corporation took it over in June 1946 but because aquipment is lacking and 
the location isolated, its operation is considered impractical. 
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i. Yueh Hua techine Shop 


This shop, moved from Lochang (113-16, 25-08) to Canton, is not in operation 
because ib lacks proper machinery. 


je Yueh Chiang Printing Plent 


A portion of the machinery was badly damaged during the enemy cecupation of 
Chuchiang. The rest has been temporarily moved to Santon. 


k, Sugar cane farms 

fo insure adequate supplics of high quality sugar canes for the refinory, 
eight cane farms are under scientific cultivation in Ghungshan (113-36, 72-22), 
Shunte (113-16, 22-50), and Canton. 

2. SALk industry comission 

To rehabilitate and improve the silk industry in the province, a commission 
has been set up to supervise the production and distribubion of silk products. 


This commission is made up of experts, officials, and bankers, and is headed 
by HSIEH Wen-lung, Comsisgioner of Neconstruction. 


mM. Commercial activities 
A departuent has been organized to handle the following commercial activities: 
(1) Purchase of raw materials for the corporation's factories 
{2) Distribution of products made by factories 
(3) Dealings with manufacturers throvghout China 
(4) Deals with foreign firms

Transportation Facilities 
The Provincial Government is providing the corporation with ninety used trucks.
